To racilitate the travelling of the 
entire party to visit' at the early 
pioneer district of Markerville, an 
RCMP escort led the cavalcade of 
motor cars, West, to the family bur¬ 
ial plot of the late and revered poet, j 
Stephan G. Stephansson, where a 1 
wreath of remembrance was placed j 
on the memorial by the President.

The President and members of his 
party endeavoured to speak person¬ 
ally to each one present, learning 
the ancestral localities in Iceland 
from whence each family came. Due 
to their earnest and sincere interest 
in tracing the ties which united them, 
the distinguished visitors won the 
affection of all who gathered to greet 
them.

hand, is not regarded as necessary. 
Our defence had for many years 
been geared for quick mobilization. 
The customary refresher courses 
and army manoeuvres, with the 
units organized as they would be in 
war, will as in previous years re¬ 
sult in a temporary strengthening of 
the military preparedness during the 
fall. The navy and the air force are 
capable of an immediate change¬ 
over. The world is full of dangers, 
the defence minister added, but we 
are better prepared for a total de¬ 
fence effort than ever before. 


The Soviet Union’s resumption of 
atomic tests and the United States’ 
consequent decision to follow the 
Russion example are a serious re¬ 
minder of the current deterioration 
in the international situation, De¬ 
fence Minister Sve Andersson said in 
a recent address at a military cere¬ 
mony in Kristiahstad in southern 
Sweden. We must, he continued, hold 
a firm course in our foreign policy 
and attend to our defence measures 
with vigilant care. An increase in 
our military preparedness by call¬ 
ing more men to arms, on the other

Fully equipped, including bed 
linen, china and cutlery, the large 
studio will cost about Kr. 300 a 
month. 

The apartment is located at Ekely, 
near Oslo, where Norwegian artists 
have built a colony on the estate 
formerly owned by the late Edvard 
Munch, the nation’s greatest painter. 
Now housing fifty Norwegian sculp¬ 
tors, painters and designers, togeth¬ 
er with their families, the project 
was started about ten years ago. 
The plan was conceived by artists 
themselves. Joining a cooperative 


building society, they persuaded the 
City of Oslo to buy the Munch pro¬ 
perty and lease it to them. 

Most of the artist-occupied co-op 
houses at Ekely stand in short rows, 
though a few are detached. All of 
the homes have one feature in com¬ 
mon: high-roofed, wide - windowed 
■studios.

The Norwegian Director of Agri¬ 
culture, in his report on harvest 
prospects at the end of August, 
figures with medium crops of hay 
and grain, less than average pota¬ 
toes, and except for plums, only half 
as much fruit as in a medium year. 

Hay crops are estimated at 10% 
of a medium year for the country as 
a whole, with variations from 98% 
to 118%. Barley, oats and rye are 
expected to yield medium crops, with 
rye doing somewhat better. Grains 
in East Norway show low water con¬ 
tent—less than 20%—and good quali¬ 
ty. Potato crops, varying from 108% 
in East Norway to 85% elsewhere, 
reportedly suffer from considerable 
dry-rot. 

Meanwhile, agricultural statistics 
for 1960 reveal the rapid mechaniza¬ 
tion of Norwegian farming. In 1960, 
farmers owned some 60,000 tractors, 
5,000 combines, and 40,000 milking 
machines, as against 45,000, 35,00 
and 39,000, respectively in 1957.
